As when two Lions in the Mountains bred

To Neſtor 4gamemnon then reply'd, 

O Ne woke is ofren negligent, 
And often I have prayd.you him to chide,

For up and arm'd before me-now'he was ; - 

And when he came I ſent him preſently - 
To call up, 4jax and the King of Creet.- * 

And at the Watch we both of them ſhall ſee; - 
Where I appointed have the reſt ro meer. 

Neþor again reply; *Tis well; ſaid. hey; 
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The Greeks will of him have a better though, 
and readier obedience he will find. 
This ſaid, he put himſelf into his Coar, 
And ty'd his Shooes on, and his Cloak well lin'd, 
And took his Spear in hand. Then on they went 
Amagegſt the 4Ygive Ships upon the ſand. 


. And when they came unto #lyſſes Tent, 


To call and waken him, they made a ſtand. 
And Neſtor with his voice ſtretcht ro the heighr 

Call'd ro him by his name. wlyſſes ſirggght 
Came forth.and ſaid, Why come you in the night? - 

Your bus'neſs fure muſt be of mighty we'ghr. 
0 Laertiades, (aid Neſtor then, 

Take it not ill, Such is our miſcry. 
But come wirh us to-call up other men, - 

That we may Counſel =. & to fight or fly. 
Wyſſes then rerurn'd into his Tent, 

And on his ſhoulder hung his painted Shield 3 
And with them firſt ro Diomed he went 

* hom they found armed in-the open field, 
His Soldiers ſleeping lay about. him round, 

And on his Buckler cach one had his head, 
The Butr-ends of their Spears frxt in the ground, 
Whereof the points like Lightning glitrered. 

Bur he himſelf ſlept on a good Cow-hide, 
His Head upon a gaudy Carpet laid. 
Then Neſtor came and ſtanding at his fide 
Awakt him with his foot and:to him ſaid, 
Awake Tyazdes, hear you not how nigh 
The T/0Jans are encamped to the Fleet ? 
This faid, Tydrdes leapt up ſuddenly, 
And when he raiſed was npon his feer, 
Neſlor (aid he) unhappy reſticfs'man 
Thar aged as you are take not your eaſe, 
When younger men there are that better can 
Call up the 4rgive Princes if they pleale. 
Tis true (ſaid Neſtor) I haye at my Tent 
Sons of my own, and others can command, 
Who might upon ſuch Errands have been ſent, 
But that upon the very brink we ſtand 4 
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Of Life and Death. And fince you pity me, 
Call little 4jaz up, and Phyleus Son. 
For young youare, and can do'reafilie. 
Tides then a Lions ſkin puts on 
Tauny and reaching to his heels, and then 
Into his hand he took a heavy Spear, 
And our he went and called up thoſe men. 
When to the Watch they come together were, 
The pales of the Watch were not aſlcep, 
But all wege fitting at their Arms awake. 
As Dogs guarding are a Fold of Sheep 
Hearing the noiſe the Houndsand Hunters make 
When in the Woods they chace ſome ſavage beaſt, 
And nearer till and nearer hear the cries, 
They doubt the worſt, atid cannor take their reſt, 
Butliſt'ning ſtand and fleep forſakes their eyes ;' 
So watchfully ſpent they the tedious night, 
Andever when of Feer they heard the tread 
*Twixr them and Troy, that way they turn'd-their ſight; 
So much they Heftors coming on did dread, 
When Ne{tor comirg by, obſery'd them had, 
So, ſo (aid he) brave Lads, continue ſo, 
And give no cauſe to Hetfor to be gjad. 
He and the Princes then rogether go 
(All thar to Counſel had been made to file 
Except Merionts and Neſtor's Son 
Whom they thought worthy with them to adviſe ) 
And part the Ditch, and fitting down upon 
The place to which they were purſu'd before 
By He#or, who retiring thence leſt clear 
The ground from dead mens Carkaſles and Gore, 
Of what they next ſhould do conſulted there. 
Firſt Neſtor ſpake. Who dares (aid he) to go 
Unto the Tyojan Camp thar lies ſo near, 
And kill, or bring thence ſome outlying Foe ? 
Or what they ſhall reſolve upon to hear ? 
Whether (fince they hwe worſted us) ro ſtay 
So near us or retire into the Town. 
If this he do and ſafely come away, 
He to himſeif acquire will great Renown, 
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* And by each one that has of Ships command, 


He for his ſervice ſhall be well requited. 

Each one an Ewe and Lamb ſhall give him, and 
He to our publick Feaſtings be invited. 

This ſaid, they paus'd a while, but by and by 
Haides riſing ſpake. Neftor, ſaid he, 

To go into the 7r:jaz Camp dare I. 
Bur 'twould be beſt ſome other.went with me, - 

More hope and courage is where there are two 
Whar one obſerv<rth not the other way. 

A man alone can lirtle ſee or do, = 
And ſingle Judgmenrs ſee but little way. 

At theſe words many with him would have gone,

What proje&s in the Trojan Camp were laid, 
For none adventure farther durft than he.

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Arora riſing from T7thours bed -. | 
Before both Gods and Men to hold her. light, 
Eris from ove the Signal carried . 
Unto the Argzve Fleer of bloudy Fight. 
And down unto #lyſſes Sh'p ſhe went 
That was the middlemoit and high'ſt of all 
That heard ſhe might be ro Acbilles Tent, 
And 4jaxes, that they might hear her call. 
At thy? oatfides-of the Fleet they quarter'd were ;. 
For they upon their Proweſs moſt reli'd ; 
Then Erzs with her voice the Air did tear, 
And horribly to the Achears cri'd. 
Come quickly forth into the Field and fight 3.. 
Be bold Achbeas5; to the Battle come. 
Incourag'd thus the Greebs rook more delight. 
In ſtaying at the War than going home, 
Fellows, to Arms, then Agam:mnen cri'd, 
And to put on his Arms the firſt man was 3 , 
His Leg-picces he down to th' Anckles ti'd 
With filver Buckles; Leg-picces of Braſs; 
And then puts on an Armour. on h.s breaſt, 
That had been given him by Cizyres 
(His antient acquaintance and his Gueſt 
Whilſt he preparing was 10 pals the Seas : . 
For long before the.Greebs for 7roy (et (ail, 
Thejr purpoſe was at Cy2rus known by fame, 
And thinking ſuch a Gift might him avail, 
In kimdnels t' Jgamimnon ſent the ſarte. 
The colour was by Pales, diſtinguiſhed, 
Ten Black, rwelye Gold, and twenty were of Tin: 
And in it three black Serpents figured 
As if they creeping were unto his Chin, 
O 4 / Their 
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Their fides like Rainbows lookt which in the Sky: 
Are ſhewn by 7ove for men to wonder ar. 
Then from his ſhoulder down upon his rhigh 
He hung his Sword.. Scudded with Gold was that, 
Then took his Shield which finely varied was ; 
Boſled in twenty places with white Tin ; 
And round about rhem were ten Orbs of Braſs ;

And by himſelf he from them went ; and then

And with a ſtab of Hefor's Spear was kill'd, 
His friends, though many ſtanding by hum were, . 
And-griev'd to ſee him fall, did him no good-. 
For ev'ry one now for himſelf did fear, - 
And out of HeFor's way kept all he cou'd. 
The Greeks retreated were no further yer 
Than to berween the firſt and ſecond Row 
Of th* Argive Ships 3 bur forc'd that place to quir, 
Near to their Tents themſelves they rally now, 
Where Ne/tor them encouraged agen. » 
Argives, my friends, be valiant now (ſaid tit) 
And if at any time now play the men, 
Of one anothers Cenſures fearful he. 
Beſides, by what you ſhould be moved moſt, 
Your Parents,Children,Wives,and Goods and Land,.

But far from home in hoſtile ground we lie,

This done, he to Patrrcius ſpake and ſaid, 
O my Patrocl«s if yau hear in Hell 
That He#or's body 1 have ſent to Troy, 
Forgive me, fince I for it paid am well 
With Gifts, whereof what's fir ro you Þll pay. 
This ſaid, Acbill:z ro his Tent retir'd, 
And fat upon the Sear from where he ris, 
Your Son, ſaid he, is freed as you defir'd, 
And on a bed laid in your Waggon is. 
To morrow with him go by break of day, 
Bur ler us not our Supper now forget ; 
For Niobe twelve Children loſt, they fay ; 
Yer did ſhe not for that refuſe to ear. 
Six Juſty Sons, fix Daughters fair they were, 
And killed all, only for ſaying this, 
[Lets but two, and ſhe did many bear.] 
By Phekus they, and theſe by Artem, 
The Goddeſs Leto's Daughter and her Son. 
Nine days and nights they lay unburied ; 
For 7ove had chang'dthe people into ſtone, 
And then the Gods with Earth them covered. 
Yet Nzobe when ſhe had weeping done, 


Received food ; and now-doth ſomewhere lie; 


Ith'Woulds of $:pples, and rurn'd to ſtone: 
The hurt done by the Gods takes paricnilie. 

Come then old map and lay your grief away; 
And for the preſent think upoa your meat, 

And weep for H:&or when you. come to Troy, 
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e well, waſht apd-welt agpintcd, 
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For truc ic is your loſs of him is great, / 
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"This faid, ſopth goes Achilles, and appoints 
/ A Sheep for ſupper to be kill'd an flayd z

And pierc'd wittfSpits unto the fire was laid. 
And, when it was well roaſted, taken up, ( 
Anxtomedon o'cy Table 14d the bread. 
Achilizs made the Meſſes. Then they ſup, 
* And on the meat they laid their hands and fed. 
But when of food they had no more defire, 
Priam admir'd Achilles form and face, 
Aclilles Priam did-no leſs admire,” 
In his aſpe& and ſpeech there was ſuch grace, 
When on each other they had lookr enough, 
Priam began, and to Achilles ſpake. 
Diſmiſs me if you pleaſe ( Achilles) now, 
Thar 1 alirtle ſIcep art laſt may take. 
For fince my Son was {]ain, I never ſlepr, 
Bur rolling onthe ſoiled graſs have li'n 
Perperually, and for him ſ1gh'd and wepr, 
Nor until now touch'd either Meat or Wine, 
Achilles then to th'women gave command 
Irh'Porch without to fer him up a bed, 
With handſome Coverleds of Purple, and 
Wirth fine ſoft Blankers ſee it covered. 
The women quickly his Command obey'd, 
And two-Reds ready made #th'Porch without. 
Achilles ſmiling then to Prian ſaid, 
Old man I from my Tent muſt turn you out 
Leſt ſome man ſhould from 4gamemuon ſent 
With counſel cone and chance to ſee you here, 
And let him know that you are at my Tent, 
And the Redemption of your Son deferre. 
Kut ere you go, old man, pray tell me right 
Whart time is needful for his Obſequies, 
That I fo long may keep the Greeks from fight. 
Then Priam to Achilles thus replies. 
You know Achilles very well how farre 
The Hills and Woods are diſtant from the Town, 
And how afraid to go the Trojans are. 
We.necd nine days.to fetch the fewel down. 
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The tenth he ſhall be burnt and buried. _ 
Th'eleventh a Mount upon him ſhall belaid. 
The twelvth we'll fight-again if there be need. 
To this Achilles anſwered and faid, 
Old man, the time you aſked granted is. 
So long th' 4cheans ſhall from fight forbear. 
This ſaid, in Priam's hand he layed his, 
That of his faith he might nor ſtand in fear, 
There in the Porch ſlept Priam and 1deus. 
And then unto his bed Achilles went, 
And there he ſlept, and with him fair Bri/cis 
Within anTnner Chamber of his Tent, 
The other Gods and Men ſlept all the night, 
Bur ſleep approached not ro Hermes eyes, 
But thinking Jay on Prram, how he might 
Condud@ him ſafely from his Enemies. 
Then up he roſe, and went fo Priam's head 
And to him ſaid, Ho, P:2am ſleep you here ? 
Since you redeem'd have Heirs body dead, 
You think-you nothing farther have to fear. 
Although _ for him paid a. |uity price, 
Yet if alive Atrides and of purer 
Your Sons and friends ſhall pay that value thtice. 
This faid, he ſudden]y awake with fear, 
And calling to. Idevs made him riſe, 
Then Hermes.ro-the Waggon and the Charre 
Himſelf the lab*ring Myles, and, Horſes ties. 
And now into their Seats they mounted are, 
And through the. 4rgive Camp then Hermes drove 
Unſeen till paſt Scemander ford rhey were. 
Then Hermes left them and rcturn'd to Jove; 
And now the marning was diſplay'd ard clear. 
Then fighing on they went to 1lizum, 
Bur were by neither man nor woman ſpi'd, 
Till up into the Tow'r of Pergamun >. + -- 
Caſſandra went, and thence ſhe them diſcr'd, 
And weeping to the people cri'd and ſaid, 
Ye men and women all of 17m, 
If ever you at He&or's coming joy'd, . 
Run to the Gates ; I fee him hither come. 
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Then, man nor woman left was in the Town, 
But Hefor to behold went to the Gare. 
Firſt came his loving Wife and Mother down, 
And in the Waggon by him weeping ſate. 
* The people in a throng about him ſtaid 
Lamenting and lamented had all day, 
But Pr:am from his Char onto them ſaid, 
Trojans, unto the body dead' give way. 
And when within the houſe I have it laid, 
Then for him wary you be ſatisfi'd, 
When this was ſaid, the people him obey'd, 
And to make way, themſelyes they then divide. 
' Then to the houſe they brought the body in;

My other Sons, when any taken by 
Achilles were, beyond Sca carrid were 
And fold, and made to lufter ſlavery 
At Samos, Imbros, Lemnos, or el{ewhere 3 
Bur when of life he had deprived you 
Becauſe hjs friend Patroc{ys you had ſlain, 
Abour his Monument he oft you drew, 
Though that cou!d not bring him to life again, 
Bur now he ſent it to me has again 
As freſh and as well colour'd as if by 
Apollo's gentle Shafts he had been lain, 
This faid, agen the people ſob and figh, 
Then Helen rook her turn. Hefor, ſaid ſhe, 
Whom beſt Iloy'd of all my Brother-laws 
(For you were fo, ſince Paris marri'd me, 
Thoagh when IT marri'd him accurft I was) 
Now twenty years *tis fince I came to Troy, 
And never did an ill word from you hear ; 
And when your Kindred of me ill did ſay, 
You took my parr, and made them to forbear. 
Since you are gone my joy is at an end, 
And in your death I moan my own eſtate 
That now amongſt the T:cjans have no friend, 
Who hate me as the Author of their Fate. 
This ſaid with rears, provokt the peoples pity 
Eur P7;am then unto them ſpake, and ſaid, 
Go Trojans now and fetch wood to the City 3 
You need not of the Argzves be afraid. 
Achilles when I parted from his Tent 
Eleven days allow'd my Son t inter 
And fetch down wood without impediment 
So long the Arg/p:s ſhould from fighr forbear. 
This ſaid, to th'Hylls-wigh Oxen and with Wains 
And Mules they wenr, and bufie were about 
This work nine days together and took pains,
